Hists of ton poreons, three of whom are 
daughters. The washing mid ironing are 
"put out." 
A stout, common Hcullion who 


can scrub, oto., and a young girl to act as 
waitroBs and attend tho door boll, aro tho 
only uervanta koi>t. Tho wine luothor 1ms 
trained her daughters to do tho rent. Tho 
plan of work is briefly this : 


No. 1 has this week the j supervision of 


tho kitchen and does the finor cookery ;No. 
2nwoepsand dusts her own and sisters' 
rooms and tho parlors ; No. 3 does tho fami- 
ly mending, takes care of. the china closets 
and tho dining room. Next week there will 
be rotation in office, and so on, until tho 
round of avocations is completed by each. 
"They livo well and handsomely, and have 
moro leisure for roatliug, music and society 
than nine put of ten ladies in their circle, 
besides being active in roliRious and charit- 
able works. What tUoy do boing well done 
—punctually and faithfully—is out of tho 
way of other dutiee, onoo for nil. None of 
tho throo makes work for tho rest, and no- 
body hinders anybody else. Intelligent in 
conception and deft in action, they have re- 
duced tho routine of their accustomed labor 
to an art, of which they aro mistresses. 
The marketing—oven tho purchase of fuel 
and staplo groceries—falls upon tho culi- 
nary chief of the week,and save for a timely 
hint now and then from 'mamma,1 she rules 
in her kingdom absolute and unchallenged, 
rendering, however, a hebdomadal account 
of her expenditures, adjusted to a half pen- 
ny." 
"\Vo wish such a system might be 


adopted generally. It would put (in end to 
useless eunuiud womanhood, and put to 
rout the army of blustering and incompe- 
tent Biddies who infest our homos.
